The present invention is directed to sulfonamide compounds of formula (1). The closest 
prior art of record is U.S. PAT 5,712,300 (Jacobson et al), which teaches a similar class of 
compounds, except at the R position. Jacobson teaches wherein R is a lactam ring, while in the 
instant application R cannot be a lactam ring.
